REMARKS 

Changes to the Specification have been made for clarity. In particular, in the 
Description of Related Art, fixture carriers have been described as supports for plumbing fixtures 
such as service sinks, rather than water closets. 

Paragraph [0034] has been amended to specify that sleeves 115 extend through 
the apertures within the wall as highlighted in Fig. 2. Additionally the arms 1 10 are locked 
within the sleeves 1 15 with locking screws 112, 113 which are also illustrated in Fig. 2.

Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to communication filed Feb 9, 
2006. The application contains 21 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. 
Code not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Drawings 

The drawings filed Feb 9, 2006 are accepted by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-14, and 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Labor Server™ illustration (from now on referring as the 
illustration) in view of Garcia (2004/0222 179A1). 

The illustration shows a frame having two uprights connected by cross bars at each of 
their ends, and a vertical adjusted support member having a hole for receiving an arm 
fixture. 

Garcia discloses a frame having two uprights (14b, 14c) connected by cross bars (14a, 
16a) which are horizontally adjustable to adjust the distance between the uprights. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have made the cross bars shown by the illustration horizontally 
adjustable as shown by Garcia to adjust the distance between the uprights to make the
